HAVING been injured for all of 
this season and most of last, I sup- 
pose [ was the obvious choice to 
write a small insight into the goings 
on in the Wanderers treatment 
room and gym. 

To start with, I would like to take 
p through a fairly typical day in the 
ives of us injured lads. The day starts 
at 9,30am sharp and any player who is 
not in full training kit and ready ta start 
work, incurs a small fine. You have to 
Ен up with a few ктер looks from the 
ikes of Terry Evans, who is usually first 
in the gym with two bags of ice on his 
now famous fragile knees. Most minor 
injuries need plenty ef ice on them to 
flush out amy bruising, so there is often 
a scramble for the two comfortable 
treatment tables to ice up on. 

When things settle down the radio 
goes on. We tune the dial to Radio 
One and for the next 20 minutes we all 
try to guess the year on. the Golden 
Hour, or have a chat about last night's 
tv, The rest of thc morning is taken up 
running through our respective stretch- 
ing and strengthening exercises under 
the watchful eye of club physio Dave 
Jones. At about 11 am we have a 15 
minute tea-break. This break gives us 
just enough time to talk over the last 
game and pick next Saturday's starting 
line-up. All this is in the company of 
Wycombe's biggest fan and excellent 
groundsman Jim Gardner. 

Then it's back to icing and stretching 
until lunchtime. Around ipm, just as 
the fit players arrive home and settle 
down to watch Ready, Steady Cook or 
Ricki Lake, with a cup of hot cocoa, 
the walking wounded prepare for a 
nine mile bike ride or a swim at Handy 
Cross Leisure Centre or both. The 
bike ridc is not too bad for the first 
threc miles but then you reach the 
dreaded Chips Hill, a road which 
stretches upwards for about one mile 
getting steeper as you reach the top.

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Coaching 
with Motts 


IF you've ever seen the Blues' 
coach zipping along the moran 
as youre on your way to watc 
Wanderers you may well have 
wondered in what luxury the play- 
ers travel. 

The job of getting the team to away 
games has belonged to Motts Travel 
of Stoke Mandeville since the early 
eighties. They now transport the 
Blues in a state of the art coach which 
is the envy of many bigger clubs. 

Even in the non league days, Motts 
always supplied the club with a full 
executive coach. 

As the club progressed, the specifi- 
cation became more luxurious, culmi- 
nating in the first Official Team 
Coach shortly after Martin O'Neill's 
arrival [t was equipped with rear 
lounge, kitchen area and wardrobe 
and six tables for 24 people to sit and 
relax. It also had separate video sys- 
tems enabling a choice of films to be 
shown and a CD player in the rear 
lounge. 

As the team progressed into the 
league and Division Two, Motts were 
asked to equip the coach with both a 
warming oven and a powerful micro- 
wave so that high protein food could 
be prepared in transit. This was 
accomplished for the 1995/96 season. 

During the latter part of the season, 
negotiations took place culminating in
